time he proſpered ſo well, that in a ſmall time ( as be told me 
with his owne mouth) he was made Batchelour of Arts when 
hee was but fiftcene yeares of age, and was moſt commonly 
called the Boy Batchelour. Thus proſperiog in learning, hec 
was made fellow of Adagdalexs Colledge in Oxford, after He was Bar- 
that he was made Maſter of Magdalene Schoole, at which _— of 
time there were the.

Schoole, commirting unto him as well their. education as their = ow

Tames P awlet Knight dwelling in the C thereabouts , 
tooke an occaſion of diſpleaſure againſt him , but upon whar 
ground I know not ; Inſomuch that Sir Iames was fo bold as 
to ſer the Schoole-maſter by the heeles during his diſpleaſure, 
which affront was afterwards neither forgotten, nor forgiven ; 
For when the Schoole-maſter mounted fo' high-as to-be Lord 
Chancellour of England, hee was not forgettull of his old dif. 
pleaſure moſt cruelly muniſtred unto him by Sir /ames, butſent 
tor him, and after a very m—_ reproofe enjoyned him not to 
depart out of London withour licenſe firſt obrained, ſo thathce 
continued inthe middleTemple the ſpace of fiye or ſize yeares; 
who afterwards lay in the Gate-houſe nextthe Stayres, which 
he re-edified and ſumptuouſly beautified the ſame all over on 
the outſide, with the Cardinalls Armes, his Har, his Cogni- 
zance and Badges, with other deviſes in fo glortous a manner 
as he thought thereby to haye appealed his old diſpleaſure. 
This may be a good preſident for men.m Authority, which 
worke their owne wills without wit, to remember thar great- 
neſle may decay. And thoſe whom they doe puniſh more of 
humour then juſtice may afterwards be adyanced togreart ho- 
nour ( as this Cardinall was ) and they abaſed as low as this 
Sir /ame? was, which ſecke revenge. Who would have thought 
that when Sir Janes Pawlet puniſhed this poore Schoole- 
maſter that ever he ſhould have mounted to ſogreat dignitic 
as to be Chancellour of Evgland, conſidering his meane pa- 
rentage and f:jends. Theſe be the wonderfull workes'ot Gods 
providence. And. I would wiſh that-all men in authority 
would feare Godin all ages in the time of their triumph and 
greatnefle,confidering that adyancement and authority are nor 
manent, but many times ſlide and yanifh ſuddenly away, 
as Princes pleaſures alter and change, or as all living creatures

But through his inftant labour and good fayour his Chap- 
laine was preferred to be the Kings Chaplaine. And when he 
had once caſt Anchor in the Port of promotion, how hee then 


'beſturred hiimſelfe 1 ſhallnow declare. 


He having then juſt occaſion to be daily in fight of the King 
in his Cloſer, not ſpending the reſt of the day in idlenes would

Kings preſence, 
who had thereby daily experienee of his. ſingular wiſedome: 
and ſound judgement. Thus having his.diſpatch, he tooke his 
leave of the King at Richmond, about foure of the clock in the 


afternoone, where hee lancheth forth in Grave;-exd Barge. 


with a proſperous winde and tyde; and his happy ſpeede was 
ſuch, that he arrived at Graveſ-exd .in little more then three- 
houtes : where he tarried no longer then the Poſt-horſes were 

provided, and he travelled fo ſpeedily, that he came to Dover, 
the next morning, where the Paſſengers were under faile to 

paſſe to Calls; Sothatlong before noone hee arrived there , 

and having Poſt-horſes prepared, departed from thence. with-- 
out tarrying, making ſuch haſty ſpeed that he was -that night, 
with the Emperour : who undetltanding of the arcizall ot the

The Ambaſladour declares thefumme of his Embaſſie untos 
the Emperour, of whom he craved ſpeedy expedition , -which- 
was granted him, ſo that the next day hee was cleately dil- 
patched, and all the Kings requeſts ſully accompliſhed and 

anted. Ar which time he made no further ſtay , 'but tooke- 
PoR-horſes that night and rode without intermiſſion to Calls, 
being conduGted hither by divers Nobles appointed by the: 
Emperour; and at the opening of the Gates of Call he came 
thither, where the Paflengers were-ceady'to returne for Erg- 
land: infomuch that hee atrived at Dover betweene ten and: 
eleayen of che clock in the fore-noone. - 

And having Poſt-horfes in a readinefle came'to the Court 
at Richmond that ſame night, where ( taking bus repoſe untitk 
morning ) hee preſented himſelfe unto his Mijeſty at his firſt 
comming.out of his Bed-chamber to his Cloſet ro Maſle , 
whom when" hee ſaw hee -checked for that hee was not ut 
his journey. 

Sir quoth he,Ifir may'plezſc your Higlinefle, Þhave alrea- - 
dy bin wita the Emperour, and- diſpatched -yeur affaires, 1 
truſt royour Graces contentation ; and thereupon preſented-' 
the King with his Letters of Credence from the Empeion. 
The King wondring athis ſpeedy returne ( hee being fo welk 
furniſhed with all his proccedings ) for the-prefent diſſembted 
his admiration and-imagination-in- that 'matter; and deman- 
ding'of him-whether he eticountred with hisgPurſevant whictt 
he je unto him with Letters,  imagihing'him to be ſcarce out 
of Loudon, which concerned very materiall paſſag:s which 
were omitted in-their Conſtltation, which the King earneſthy 
defiredſhonld have bin diſpatched in his Ambaſlage. 

Yes forſooth ( quoth he) I met with him yeſterday by the 
wayyand though I had no knowledge' thereof, yet-notwith- 
ftandipo Thave bin'ſo bold (upon mine owne diſcretion) per- 
ceiving the matter to be very neceſſary, in'thar behalfe I dif- 
patched the ſame.

The King iwvwardly rejoyeing, replyed , We doe not anely

| Iris notto be doubted but this Ambaſſadour had all this 
while viſited his great Friends, the Bilhop of #/incheſter, and 
Sir Thomas Lovell; to whom he had the effe& of his 
Ambaſlage; and allo his Majeſties commendations of him did 
not a |ittle rejoyce the warthy Counſallours, foraſmuch as hee 
was of their prefermentr. Audhonly after the _ gave him 
for his diligent ſervice the Deaarie of Lincolwe, which was in 
thoſe dayes one of the greateſt promotions that he gaye under 
the depree of a Biſhop.
